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Truman Presents Charter of 
United Nations to American 
Senate in Historic Address

Washington, July 2—(#•)—Presi- 
dent Truman formally presented 
to a grave, attentive United States 
Senate today the United Nations 
charter of 
San 
Francisco 
and 
•pleaded for orompt ratification. 


The president, arrived in the Se- 
nate at 1:03 p.m., (EWT) delivered 
the charter and in a brief, pointed 
speech reminded 
the lawmakers 
that the whole world is watching 
for "our action." 
The president was accompanied 


On the short drive-from the White 
House to the capitol by his secre- 
taries, War Mobilization Director 
Fred. M. Vinson and other govern- 
ment officials. . 
Also with him was Stephen Ear- 
ly who' served as a presidential 
secretary throughout 
the 
Roose- 
velt administrations. 
Upon his arrival at the capitol 
,Mrt TrUman went directly to the 
president's room to the side of 
the Senate chamber to await his 
formal presentation to the Senate. 
He carried 
the 
United 
Nations 
charter with him. 
In gray suit and blue bow tie, 
the smiling president then was es- 
corted into the packed chamber by 
,the leaders of both major parties 
in -the Senate, plus the two sena- 
tors who worked diligently at San 
•Francisco for enaclment of 
the 
charter: Connally of Texas 
and 
^Vandenberg of Michigan.

no microphones, no broadcasts and 
no photographs. 
"The choice before the Senate is 
now clear," said the chief execu- 
tive in a brief speech. 
"The choice is not between this 
charter and something else. It is 
between this charter and no charter 
at all." 
. 
The Senate must ratify the Unit- 
ed Nations charter for world se- 
curity to assume this nation's par- 
ticipation. 
Tne president went to the capitol 
less than 24 hours after his return 
from San Francisco where he ad- 
dressed the closing session of the 
United Nations conference which 
drafted the blueprint for a lasting 
peace. 
"This charter points down the 
only road to enduring peace," the 
president said. "There is no other. 
Let us not hesitate to join hands 
with the peace-loving peoples of the 
earth and start down that road — 
with firm resolve that we can and 
will reach our goal." 
Mr. Truman reviewed the con- 
gressional background favoring an 
international peace organization — 
the Connally lasting peace resolu- 
tion and the Fulbright resolution of 
the House which 
were 
adopted 
more than a year ago — and told 
the Senate the peoples of the earth 
will "watch our action here with 
great concern and high hope." 
"For they looked to this body of 


elected representatives of the peo- 
ple of the United States to take the 
lead in approving the charter and 
statute and pointing the way for the 
rest of the world," he said. 


The president made no attempt to 
go into the details of the charter, 
telling his former colleagues 
he 
was sure they are familiar with its 
proposed workings and that they 
will be thoroughly discussed in Sen- 
ate debate. 


Declaring the charter the product 


of many hands and influences, Mr. 
Truman said it comes from 
the 
"reality of experience in a world 
where one generation has 
failed 
twice to keep the peace. The les- 
sons of that experience have been 
writn into the document." 


He urged the Senate,, in its delib- 
erations, to consider not only the 
words but the spirit of the docu- 
ment. Its objectives, he said, 
are 
clear: 


"It seeks to prevent future wars. 
"It seeks to settle international 
disputes by peaceful means and in 
conformity with principles of jus- 
tice. 


"It seeks to promote world-wide* 
progress and better standards of 
living. 
* 


"It seeks to achieve universal re- 
spect for and observance of human 
rights and fundamental freedoms 
for all men and women — without 
distinction as to race, language or 
religion. 


"It seeks to remove the economic 


and social causes of international 
conflict and unrest. 


"I 
urge 
ratification. 
I 
urge 
prompt ratification." 


The president traveled a familiar 
path in, his appearance in the Sen- 
ate — this time as ambassador for 
the nations that want freedom from 
war.

Sebastian chancery court decision 
which ordered Hartford School dis- 
trict no. 94 to pay the Commer- 
cial National Bank of Little Rock, 
as trustee, $4,728.24 in 
principal 
and $1,375.78 in interest from ma- 
turity on certificates of indebetc- 
ness issued by the district. 


Under the high court decision 
the bank receives judgment for the 
face value of the certificates but 
no interest. Chief Justice Griffin 
Smith dissented.

A little meat 
goes, a long way in them. 


Stuffed Peppers 
(Serves 6) 
Six green peppers, 1 egg, V/2 
teaspoons salt, 1/8 teaspoon pepper, 
3 tablespoons minced onino, 1 cup 
cooked lomatoes, 3/4 cup bran, 3/4 
pound ground beef. 


Cut slem ends from peppers, re- 
move seeds. Parboil about 5 min- 
utes in boiling salted water. Beat 
egg slightly; add salt, pepper, on-' 
ion, tomatoes and bran. Let soak 
until most of moisture is taken up 
Add ground beef and mix 
well. 
Fill green peppers with meat mix- 
ture. 
Arrange in greased baking 


dish, stuffed side 
up. Bake in 


moderate oven 
(375 degrees F.) 
about 40 minutes.

When Edward R. Stettinius, Jr. 


— Byrnes' predecessor in the job 
—. took over last December 
he 


u£ a, n '"^organizing the department, 
but that wasn't very drastic. 


Until that time the department 
had rocked along, target of critics 
who complained it was wrapped in 
mothballs, and Byrnes now appar- 
ently expects to continue the job 
Stettinius started. 


He's expected to have a pretty 
free hand, from President Truman 
who, 
unlike President 
Rosevelt, 
has not been practiced in interna- 
tional affairs. 


The mid-western 
Truman 
has 
spent most of his time, until enter- 
ing the White House, upon domes- 
tic problems. So he'll have to lean 
heavily on the State 
Department 
for international advice. 


Byrnes, too, has been a domestic 
specialist. Except for the trip he 
made last year to Yalta with Mr. 
Rosevelt for the conference with 
M,arshal Stalin and Prime Minister 
Churchill he's been a home-front 
operator, too. 


Last week, even before Mr. Tru- 
man announced Byrnes' 
appoint- 
ment, the South Carolinian was re- 
ported ready to take over the State 
Department with a determination 
to clean some people out and may- 
be move others around 


William L. Clayton, assistant in 
charge of domestic affairs, 
has 
been considered the top-raking offi- 
cial most likely to survive. He is a 
Stettinius appointee.

B-29s Smash

.Guam, July 3 —(IP)— Superfor- 
tresses struck at Japan's dwind- 
ling oil resources today

third time in a week, blasting the 
Maruzen oil refinery with such pre- 
cision returning airmen said "we 
won't have to go back there again."

The refinery hit today at Shimot- 
su, 35 miles southwest of Osaka on 
Honshu island was the third oil 
center struck within a week.

had produced fuel and lubricating 
oil and aviation gasoline. It like- 
wise was a storage center with 
many large fuel tanks in the target 
area. 


The raid was the eighth B-29 at- 
tack on the Japanese homeland in 
eight days, dovetailing with other 
aerial assaults on farflung areas of 
the empire.

Six green peppers, 1 egg, V/2 
teaspoons salt, 1/8 teaspoon pepper, 
3 tablespoons minced onino, 1 cup 
cooked lomatoes, 3/4 cup bran, 3/4 
pound ground beef. 


Cut slem ends from peppers, re- 
move seeds. Parboil about 5 min- 
utes in boiling salted water. Beat 
egg slightly; add salt, pepper, on-' 
ion, tomatoes and bran. Let soak 
until most of moisture is taken up 
Add ground beef and mix 
well. 
Fill green peppers with meat mix- 
ture. 
Arrange in greased baking 


dish, stuffed side 
up. Bake in 


moderate oven 
(375 degrees F.) 
about 40 minutes.

but that wasn't very drastic. 


Until that time the department 
had rocked along, target of critics 
who complained it was wrapped in 
mothballs, and Byrnes now appar- 
ently expects to continue the job 
Stettinius started. 


He's expected to have a pretty 
free hand, from President Truman 
who, 
unlike President 
Rosevelt, 
has not been practiced in interna- 
tional affairs. 


The mid-western 
Truman 
has 
spent most of his time, until enter- 
ing the White House, upon domes- 
tic problems. So he'll have to lean 
heavily on the State 
Department 
for international advice. 


Byrnes, too, has been a domestic 
specialist. Except for the trip he 
made last year to Yalta with Mr. 
Rosevelt for the conference with 
M,arshal Stalin and Prime Minister 
Churchill he's been a home-front 
operator, too. 


Last week, even before Mr. Tru- 
man announced Byrnes' 
appoint- 
ment, the South Carolinian was re- 
ported ready to take over the State 
Department with a determination 
to clean some people out and may- 
be move others around 


William L. Clayton, assistant in 
charge of domestic affairs, 
has 
been considered the top-raking offi- 
cial most likely to survive. He is a 
Stettinius appointee.

ly that Undersecretary Joseph C 
urew, former ambassador to Ja- 
par",' mi?ht be given another post. 
Ihe other high-rankers .assistant

months in a vain attempt to nurse 
Newman back to health after three 
years in a Jap prison camp, shook 
their heads regretfully

Newman fought off the 
enemy 


after they attacked the Philippines 
in 1941.-He-lived through the bat- 
tle of Bataan but was taken prison- 
er on Corregidor. He spent three 
years in a Jap prison camp and 
was almost dead of starvation when 
he was liberated last February. 


Military authorities 
refused

first when O. F. Newman, Ihe cor- 
poral's falher, and his sister, Mrs. 
C. L. Brown, asked them to grant 
Newman's request that he be sent 
home to die. 


Then they relented, and yester- 
day Newman was loaded into 
a 


special army nlane at Bruns Gen- 
eral Hospital, Santa Fe, N. M., and 
flown home. An army doctor and 
nurse made the trip with him.

bravely to pretend that this was 
just the firsl of a lol of good limes 
they would be having togelher. 


"Jim says he's no hero," his sis- 


ter told reporters today. "He just 
did his job."

Pqstoffice 
Employes Get 
Pay Increase 


Washington, July 6 — (IP)— Presi- 
denl Truman loday signed legisla- 
lion giving postal employe? their 
first general pay raise since 1925. 
For regular postal employes 
in 


so-called aulomalic grades, the le- 
gislation provides a 20 per cent in» 
crease in base nay, or $400 a year, 
whichever is the lesser. 
In 
no 


event will the raise be less than 
$300. 
It provides for 
overlime 
pay- 
menl al .Ihe rate of time and one- 
half for time worked in excess .of 
a basic 260-workdays anually, the 
payment to be in money or com- 
pensating time off, and for a dif- 
ferential of ten per cent for em 
ployes who work regularly at night 
The overlime provisions do 'riot ap-> 
ply to supervisors, rural carriers, 
traveling mechanics and employes 
of the railway mail service and the 
air mail service. 
It changes the salary rates of 
postniaslers by pulling them on a 
basis of 100 per cent of the gross 
receipts of their offices instead of 
the 85 and 90 per cent.
